Benton's services will not be limited 
to the parish.

church and In every way possible, help 
him work;' and together, go fo'rward 
to larger and better fields."

Note the following: To test 
tea. burn a small quantity on a metal 
plate..

• ash remaining Is small, then 'increas- 
ing' In quantity as the quality ot the 
sample tested deteriorates.

WHAT THE COOK SAYS 


Cook is a regular walking encyclope- 


dia on everything to do with house- 
keeping. Note the following: To test 
tea, burn a. small quantity on a metal 
plate.' With good tea, tho amount of 
ash remaining is small, then Increasr 
ing In.quantity as the quality of the 
sample tested -deteriorates. 


To keep the table salt dry and soft, 


dry it, then crush It under a rolling 
plri till perfectly free from lumps, arid 
sift into a tablespoonful of cornstarch. 


Keep a large salt shaker In the hot 


closet over the stove where .it will be 
dry to have handy to salt meat and 
other things cooking on the stove. 


Cook tells me that a pair of long 


wooden .knitting needles are most ex- 
cellent for draining 
doughnuts. As 


the doughnuts are fried slip them on 
a needle, and when it Is full sot it 
on Ihe top of a pan to 
cool. 
The 


doughnuts do hot crush and the lard 
drains off. 


After cleaning brass or copper with 


Halt and vinegar she says to rub it 
with olive dil and the metal will not 
tarnish for a long time. 


If the top of the kerosene lamp be- 


comes loosened, it may often be effec- 
tually tightened by applying a little 
melted alum. 


Otherwise, the chop humps up 
and 


does not cook. 


Potatoes are more nutritious If boil- 


ed in their sklna after being scrubbed 
clean; they can be skinned before tak- 
ing to the table. 


Every woman knows how very diffi- 


cult It is to remove a baked fish from 
the pan. without 
breaking it. Cook 


says If It Is laid upon a piece of 
greased cotton cloth and then placed 
in the pan the cloth easily 
can 
be 


lifted out with the platter, then slipped 
from beneath the fish without danger 
to the latter. 


To keep fish fresh, clean the fish and 


sprinkle' the inside with brown sugar. 
Keep the fish in a horizontal position 
so that the sugar may soak Into it as 
much as possible. Half en ounce of 
sugar will be found quite sufficient for 
three pounds of fish. If fish Is treated 
by this method before 
salting 
and 


smoking the flavor Is much improved. 


Fish may be scaled much better by 


first dipping them into boiling .water 
for a minute. 


To clean lamp glasses. Cook says, 


hold them over a pot of boiling water 
until we!! steamed, then polish with'a 
dry duster. It Is far less trouble than 
washing' and the glasses very rarely 
brcak.- 
s 
When two glass tumblers stick to- 


' pettier put cold water in the inner one 
and set them-into warm water; they 
•.will separate at once. 


To clean windows satisfactorily a 


little turpentine dissolved in warm wa- 
ter is the best thing to use.

when preparing a meat 
for 
dinner 


which takes a long time to cook, ntyer 
stop to consider that If they would 
cook enough at one time for two din- 
ners, they would make a very material 
saving In their gas bills. 
The meat 


could be served in different form the 
second day, but the long 
period of 


cooking would not have to be repeated. 


When frying pork chops, make 
a 


slash in the chop before frying; this 
enables the chop to lie flat to the pan.

Here it connects 


with a very poor stretch of road or street which in the First street end, 
runs along a sleep hill and makes >\ most unpromising entrance to the city 
after describing various dangerous curves. 


Id other words, the stale has constructed n flne roadway to within a 


fclones throw of Lowell nnd left one unlovely and dangerous link over 
Y/hioh our constantly increasing traffic must enter or depart. 
Lowell 


suffers in consequence, not only by comparison with the Lawrence 
approach but even more directly, owing to the dangerous condition of 
the First street entrance. 
JJefore the construction of the now state road 


the possible reconstruction of First street had heon agitated, but experts 
declared tlint nothing could ho done to make it entirely satisfactory, 
the logical thing for the city to do, therefore, is to agitate ihe con- 
struction of n new link to connect the city with the recently completed 
ibad which ends at Indian Orchard. 


Senator Marchand 1ms brought the mailer to a hand by introducing 


a bill in the present session of the legislature ntaking provisions for such 
n new link along the river hank. This bill should he supported by all our 
legislators for UiQ suggested improvement is a bene&t that would reaot 
on the «ily and all its people.

!of a new road would be followed by property improvement that would 
justify any expenditure that may he made.

Th« CM clause, of Governor W*lsh,'» 


ln»ugur*J which was unlv«reAlly com- 
mended was that wlilch contained hts 
suggestion that Instead of opposing the 
reconstruction of the Boston and Maine 
railroad by pasalng disrupting legisla- 
tion, th» eUta should do 
everything 


posjlble, to help its reorganization by 
aiding those who arc striving to repair 
the wounds mad« by past mistakes and 
periUtent public hounding. The time 
has come when nothing is to be gained 
by further investigations or prohibi- 
tive laws, and when a great deal may 
bo done by acilve and practical atten- 
tion on tho part of the legislature and 
friendly co-operation on the part ot 
the public. 


The governor has followed 
up his 


Inaugural suggestion by standing spon- 
sor for a bill which ho will present to 
the legislature in a few days, embody. 
Ing his Ideas of constructive legislative 
aid. Though the details have not yec 
been made publtc, ihe bill Is said to be 
acceptable to the state officials, the 
trustees of the railroad and the federal 
department of justice. If BO, H ought 
to be supported by the public which 
noeds no further lesson on the effect 
of legislative activity on contrary lines, 
as demonstrated strikingly In the case 
of. ths New Haven railroad.

unassuming .white haired man 
stepped Into tho office of the 
chief of Staff of the United 
States army n..fe'w'weeks ago. 


With less formality • tban accompanies 
the assignment of a policeman to a. new 
beat Brigadier General Hugh I,. Scott 
assumed the most, important military 
position of the nation. 


It Is a filling testimonial to a life 


time' of hard work. 
Since General 


Scott was graduated from West Point 
he has been one of the busiest military 
men in the nation. 


He entered the cavalry. 
In those 


days a mounted «oWler spent four- 
fifths of his time in frontier service. 
Scott was an exception. He spent all 
his lime there. 


He campaigned against the Biackfeet, 
he Sioux and several 'other tribes of 
he northwest.
